EDUCATING OYSTERS. 


Tralalss lehoeta la Which the ■«- 
walvee Are Taushl Soar Seaee. 

“A school for oyster*." said a dealer 
In fish. ’Ms an Institution that you 
wrwuid swear could not exist, for ny*- 
tera are notorious for their stupidity. 
U ia. however, a fact that there are 
many oyster schools. I will explain 
them to you in such a way that you 
will believe in them. An oyster's intel¬ 
ligence Is limited, hut still It has intel¬ 
ligence. Years ago certain wise fish 
dealers discovered that If you take an 
<©> stcr suddenly from It* subaqueous 
bed It open* Its shell, whereupon the 
life giving water inside It all escapes 
-and the oyster dies. But If you ex- 
pnae an oyster to the air gradually. 
liflAl It out of the water for a few 
minutes and then returning tt again. It 
gradually learns that to keep Its shell 
ekawl when out of the water is the 
best thing for Its health. These inves 
'tlgator* fnnnd that they oonhl take two 
•ojratero. one trainext nnd one untrained, 
wnd the trained oyster, keeping It* shell 
•loaed while otit of tbe wster. would 
live a long time, while the untrained 
•one, opening its shell, would die In 
fnr hours. Therefore training schools 
ffor oysters were established. Tbe 
schools an* In appearance nothing more 
Chan reservoirs full of water. Oyster* 
arvpnt In them, and ttie water is drain 
ed off and then returned again. It Is 
kept off for a few minutes at first, then 
for ten minutes, then for half an hour 
smd so on. Oysters In these school* 
learn that they will live longest and 
keep healthiest out of water If they 
bold their shells tight shut As soon as 
they learn this they are graduated and 
W» out Into the world."—Philadelphia 
Record.
